WARRANT for ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


State of New Hampshire 


Pues. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Tilton, in the County 
of Belknap, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
town, on the eighth day of March next at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Ist. To choose a Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Three 
Selectmen, two or more Road Agents, and two or more 
Auditors for the ensuing year. 

2d. To see what disposition the town will vote to make 
of the school and parsonage fund interest for the year en- 
suing 

3d. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid for 
highways, and raise and appropriate money for the same 
for the year ensuing. 

4th. To see whether the town will vote to take and hold, 
under the terms of the trust, the fund of five thousand dol- 
lars ($5,000.00), bequeathed by the late Abigail B. B. Til- 
ton in her last will dated May 6th, 1886, and probated Aug- 
ust 27th, 1886 under a clause which reads as follows: 

“T give and bequeath to Selwin Bancroft Peabody, in 
memorial of my dear Albert, five thousand dollars to be 
held in trust, the interest of which is to be distributed by 
him to the deserving poor of Tilton, athis discretion. And 
it is my request that he make suitable provision for the per- 
petuation of the fund after his decease.”’ 

And direct the Selectmen to institute proper proceedings 


in the Probate Court to obtain possession of said fund in be- 
half of the town. 

And to see whether the town will vote to pay the princi- 
pal sum of said fund into the town treasury to be used in 
paying the town debt, and thereafter pay on said stim an 
annual income at the rate of 3 1-2 per cent, which shall be 
expended in accordance with the terms of the trust, under 
the provisions of Chap. 83, Laws of r901. And to see whether 
the town will vote to instruct the town treasurer to open a 
separate account with said fund under the head of the 
‘‘Abigail B. B. Tilton trust fund,’’ and enter therein in de- 
tail the receipts and expenditures of said fund, and cause a 
summary of said account to be published in the annual 
town report. 

5th. To see if the town will vote toregulate the height 
of awnings, signs or other overhead obstructions on the 
business streets. 

6th. To see if the town will vote to replace the present 
wooden structure of Shaker bridge (so called) with an iron 
bridge, jointly with the town of Northfield, and appropriate 
money for the same. | 

7th. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for all purposes for the year ensuing. 

8th. To see what action the town will vote to take in re- | 
gard to the reports of its officers and agents for the past — 
year. : 

gth. To choose all other officers and agents for the year 
ensting. 

roth. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

SCHOOL REPORTS 


In making my second annual report I wish to point 
out some interesting particulars regarding the various 
schools and offer certain statistics concerning them 
which I hope will be of value. 


TILTON TOWN DISTRICT 


The schools in the Town District of Tilton have gone 
steadily along in the direction pointed out in the last re- 
port. The chief effort, so far as improvements in buildings 
go, have been made in East Tilton. Whatever changes 
come to the district as a whole I feel that the advisability 
of leaving the East Tilton school to develope with its own 
community will be apparent. Here some distinct steps have 
been taken in advance: several trees have been cut near the 
school, letting in light and air, the interior has been freshen- ~ 
ed, a rear door and vistibule has been added, and the School 
Board voted last fall a new furnace or other improvement 
in the heating plant which should seem advisable to the 
parents and voters most directly interested. A committee 
of three was appointed, and the actual installation will take 
place as soon as this committee places its report before the 
School Board. 

These improvements, while not expensive, make the 
school comfortable and sightly, and, with the generous 
outfit of books and supplies furnished, assures the KE. Til- 
ton children, as the classes now stand, of an open road to 
an education equal to others similarly placed. Plans have 
been looked over whereby two rooms can be provided for 
and two teachers engaged, if the classes grow to that point. 

The work in the Sanborn road school has advanced re- 
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markably since last year. The interest of backward pupils 
has been aroused, classes have been unified, attendance has 
been very good, and the presence of a teacher devoted to 
her work have, all together, combined to make this school 
infinitely better. This school has fallen noticeably, as has 
Hast Tilton, in average attendance, and now enrolls about 
fourteen pupils. 


In number four school the work towards grading up the 

pupils and making greater steps towards graduation has 
progressed well. A special effort has been made here to 
get the highest class through two year’s work in one, as 
this class seemed to be below its real ability, and promote 
it to the eighth grade next fall, so that it may enter the 
Seminary in another year. So far this plan promises suc- 
cess and a majority of the class will undoubtedly be ready 
for such advance. 


Feeling uncertain about the future policy of the district 
regarding these two schools, District four, and Sanborn 
road, no great improvements have been made in buildings 
this year, but every effort has been made to keep them clean 
and in good shape. Neither seems to be well suited to the 
demands upon it, either from the standpoint of location or 
class arrangement. | 

The permission granted by the district at the last meet- 
ing to send pupils in the higher grades to the Union School 
in such cases as the School Board thought wise, has been 
of the greatest service, both in relieving the schools from 
small classes which would take a great deal of the teacher’s 
time, and in hastening and making certain the progress of 
the children. In the early years the district school can fill 
the pupil’s need fairly well, but in the upper grades the 
graded school has an advantage in competition, special 
work from special teachers, and constancy of aim, which 
are impossible even to approach in the smaller school.

UNION SCHOOL 


At the time of writing the Union school has enrolled 
three hundred and forty-two pupils. It was built to ac- 
commodate about three hundred. In the first grade there 
are over seventy pupils, and of these undoubtedly sixty 
will be promoted to the second grade next year. There 
are forty-six pupils in the second grade, planned to hold 
forty-two. The third grade next year will undoubtedly 
contain between fifty and sixty pupils. The only two 
rooms not yet working up to their limit are the seventh 
and eighth grades. ‘This is because the natural growth 
of the school strikes the lower grades first, and because 
many children drop out before finishing the course. 


Contrary to the general supposition very little relief 
would’ be had by turning away those pupils now attend- 
ing the school from outside districts. Most of these 
pupils are, very naturally, in the upper grades, where con- 
gestion is least felt. Only a very few are attending in 
the lower grades from other districts. There are, it is 
true, a geod many pupils in the school who are sent to 
Tilton to board with relatives to_attend the graded 
school and enjoy the High school course as well, but this 
is a situation which, under the present law of this state, 
cannot be helped. | } 

The unexpected growth of the Union school is familiar 
to all, but I doubt if many realize that the condition has 
arrived where .the school simply will not contain the 
pupils next year. 

There is another fact of the greatest significance. 
Under the school appropriation law of last year eighty 
thousand dollars was appropriated for the benefit of the 
schools in towns whose equalized valuation is not over 
seven thousand dollars, and whose population is not over 
three thousand five hundred. From this, two dollars a 
week will be awarded, to every town qualified, for each 
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teacher employed who holds a Normal school diploma 
or a State certificate. 

Now since the Union Board does not mean to hire 
teachers who do not hold these papers and: since ten 
teachers at least will be needed next year, the Union 
district should draw seven hundred and twenty dollars 
from the State for these qualified teachers. 


Besides this there is allowed for every twenty-five 
pupils in the school of a qualified town, a certain sum 
per week, running from seventy-five cents to a dollar and 
a half, according to tax rates and equalized valuation, 
known as average attendance money. Just what this 
would amount to ts not exactly known as there is no 
exact basis for figuring, but it is supposed that this 
would bring the amount from both funds above the 
thousand dollar mark, judging from what qualified towns 
are getting. ! 

Unfortunately the Supreme Court has decided lately 
that for the reason that the Union district has no basis 
for an equalized valuation, and probably other reasons 
of the same nature, not one cent of the above mentioned 
money can be paid to the Union district. This is a 
matter which really affects the whole town of Northfield, 
and equally that of Tilton, both towns losing equally 
this share of the state money. 

In a letter to the Tilton Selectmen, explaining this 
matter, the State Superintendent advises abolishing the 
Union district lines, and thus making it possible to share 
in this money. 

There are some plans of work now on foot in the 
school which are expected to accelerate the progress of 
children through the grades. The amount of reading in 
the second grade this year has been about doubled, and 
the amount in the third and fourth grades greatly in- 
creased. At the same time a definite course in reading 
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has been started in the sub-primary. It is proposed to 
raise the lowest grade to the straight first primary work 
next fall, and make the age of entrance to this first grade 
six years, as is the case in almost every school system 
in the state. I hope to promote almost all pupils in the 
lower grades on the general principle that even if a child 
is slow in study and falls behind in a certain subject he 
seldom gains much from going back to do it over, and 
is often stimulated to fresh efforts by going into new 
fields. ‘he basis for promotion in the lower grades will 
be maturity and general ability rather than actual ac- 
complishment in certain lessons. 


There is some expectation also of a general re-arrange- 
ment in the administration of the school. Up to the 
present all teachers have received the same pay except 
the principal, who has had at least double what the others 
received, and has taught the eighth grade. It is gener- 
ally conceded, however, that the eighth grade is by no 
means the most difficult or important situation in a 
grammar school. There are two other points at which 
equal if not more ability and power is required, in the 
primary department and the fifth grade. 

The work of the first two, or possibly three grades, is 
to introduce the children to their first school work, and 
as they get this introduction so will they progress. If it 
is done skillfully they will go on surely, steadily and 
happily. If not, they will stumble, be held back later, 
and finally drift out of school at about the fifth or sixth 
grade. 

‘Most modern school systems provide for a teacher in 
general charge of the work of these grades known as a 
primary principal. Her duty is to keep the work to- 
gether, hold teachers’ meetings, plan study for outside 
work, keep abreast of the general advance in primary 
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work, and cast her personality over the department of © 
which she is the head. 

Such a person must be well educated, experienced, of 
good judgment and tact, and have great enthusiasm. 
She would naturally draw more pay than grade teachers, 
though not very much more. 

In the fifth grade we find again a critical point. Here 
the state course, which is now followed in the school, 
requires the formal beginnings of most of the real work 
of the grammar school, leaving the fourth grade as a sort 
of bridge between the primary and grammar grades. 
The pupils are beginning to develop power, to feel con- 
scious. Many of them are awkward and unhappy i 
matters do not go smoothly, and it requires a teacher of 
unbounded magnetism and power to form this class into 
a working unit, ready for the work to come. 

Therefore, here again such a teacher would require 
more than average remuneration. With this work well 
done, however, and the succeeding years held up to the 
standard, there should be little apprehension regard.ng 
the work of the eighth grade. It is not by any means 
requisite that the eighth grade teacher be principal of 
the school, who might with equal success work in any 
other grammar grade. Neither is it essential in a school 
like the Union school that the principal be a man. At 
present the market affords women of considerable ability 
and training at much lower pay than a man of equal 
worth could accept. A. neighboring town has lately 
furnished a most excellent example of what a woman 
can do in this respect with a really difficult s:tuation. 

To carry out this plan, however, it would be of great 
benefit to have a janitor on duty all the time who should 
have the qualities necessary for quiet influence over the 
boys about the basement and building, and act as truant 
officer besides. 
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We still fail to get the real benefit from the High 
school opportunities offered by the Seminary, largely 
by reason of the actual separation of the two schools. 
I hope that a closer planning of the work may be made 
another year, and the superior skill and training of the 
Seminary teachers in courses which are largely continua- 
tions of grammar school courses, such as history, mathe- 
matics, and English, may be made use of in our school, 
through teachers’ meetings and conferences, as well as 
class visits. |
